A few days hiuce wo culled intention in 


these columns to llii! unusual mortality 
which ban been upparent of late among 
the aged people and early settlers of Mn 
con county. To-day it becomes our duty 
to record the deiitb of uuotbcr of tbe men 
who had spent n quarter of a century In 
the county, to-wit \ John Crocker, of Mn 
roil, who gently fell asleep ou yesterday 
nl the residence of his Mm, John II. Crock- 
er, at Miiron. 


Mr. Croe.ker came to this county from 


Jacksonville In the full uf mi, und settled 
at Haroa, where he took charge of tho 
local business of -.he Illinois Central rail- 
way as station agent. When be llrst set- 
tled in Maroa there were no other Inhab- 
itants for some distance around, and tbe 
present thrifty and prosperous town has 
grown up under Mr, Crocker's eye, and Its 
growth und development not only in ma 
terial wealth, but in Its educational nnd 
moral advancement, has been largely duo 
to the liberality of deceased, hU activity 
as a business man, nnd his devotion to tbe 
interests of education and religion. 


Mr. Crocltor was born in Derry, N. H., 


in IHUt, nnd was therefore TS years uf ngo 
at the liiiio of hla death, lie continued 
resident ot (but town until 1H3U, when ho 
removed lo Jacksonville, III. 
About 0 


years ago his wife died while on a vi.sltln 
that place, and her remains were there 
Interred. The death of Mrs. Crocker had 
n depressing effect upon her husband, nud 
ulncu that event lie has seemed to be los- 
ing hia interest in business ulVulr-s, and 
during these six ye-irs he has beeu grad- 
ually falling in health.

Meloy, of the District of Columbia, 
brought suit in the circuit court of 
Champaign oounty, III., to recover $10,- 
000 from the Walash railway company 
on account of equipment bonds of the 
road held by him. He also asked to 
have a receiver appointed. 
In refusing 


to grant the petition Judge C, B. Smith 
uttered the following pertinent and 
truthful remarks concerning receivers 
and tho damage they do, as a rule, to 
affairs placed in their hands : 


"It is a matter of public notoriety 


that millions of property have been 
wasted and squandered in tho state of 
Illinois alone, and men delayed and hin- 
dered in the assoition of tho plainest 
right, by the free use of this arbitrary 
and monstrous power. The great rail- 
way interest of this state has boon seri- 
ously crippled by having their earnings 
eaten up and squandered by being run 
by receivers and courts, instead of by 
their owners Railroads, like individu- 
als, should bo compelled by law, if need 
be, to kocp strictly and faithfully all 
their legal obligations, both to private 
individuals and to tho public. 
R.iilroad 


corporations, liko individuals, must ren- 
der a willing obedience to the majesty 
of tho law and submit to its mandates, 
and, liko individuals, they may appeal 
to tho law for protection when their 
just rights are invaded.

corporation, for any reasons, good or 
bad, iuils to meet all its legal obliga- 
tions, and to pay all its dobm promptly, 
why should it havo all its property taken 
away from it befoie judgment, and turn- 
ed over to tho hands of a stronger?

CASSON Oft THE ARMV BILL. 


While the army appropriation bill 


was under discussion on Saturday, the 
House being in Committee of the 
Whole, our representative took a hand 
in the fight, which is reported as follows 
in the Congrtinonal Record:

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois. Mr. Chair- 


man, the gentleman from Kentucky 
[Mr. Blackburn] when he addressed the 
House on Thursday last claimed that 
but one issue was presented in this 
legislation, namely, "whether tho ballot 
box shall bo turned over to the tender 
mercies of the Army," and democratic 
members generally have tnaJe that 
claim in discussing this bill. Now, sir, 
I say that thera is no such issue pre- 
sented by this legislation, and gentle- 
men arc not candid when they so 
claim. It is not the military arm of 
tho Government that you fear in the 
matter of elections of members of Con- 
gress, but on the contrary, it is the 
civil arm of tho Government that yoi 
seek to strike down by the proposed 
legislation, and I will demonstrate it, 
hero and now by the amendment which 
I have offered and by your vote to bci 
taken upon the same. 
Section 6 of the 


bill as you propose to pass it is as fol- 
lows:

are seeking to stir up sectional feeling 
and revive tho war issues.

We hoped, tho republican pnrty hoped,

• free and fur Federal election could be 
held. The necessities of the democratic 
parly demand that this legislation shall 
be repealed, so that in 1880 her bull- 
doten and ballot-boi staffer* and repeat- 
ers may override the will of the majority 
without the fear of being interrupted by 
the civil arm of the United States when 
an election is to be held; and forthwith 
you proceed, under the pretense of re- 
straining the military arm of the govern- 
ment, which is not and cannot bn used 
under existing taw as you claim, to par- 
alyse the civil arm ol the United Sutes.
